RESOLUTION 

No. P-19011|5|92-lOC.—According to the Govern¬ 
ment policy, 25 per cent petrol | diesel retail outlets, 
kerosene | light diesel oil dealerships and liquified petro¬ 
leum gas (LPG) distributorships are to be awarded 
by the oil industry for persons belonging to Scheduled 
Castes| Scheduled Tribes. The dc a 1 e rs j di st ri b u f o fs 
selected under SC[ST category, however, find it dim - 
cult to arrange funds required for tire commissioning 
of their dealerships!distributorships. As a consequence, 
these allottees are often forced to enter into arrange¬ 
ments resulting in their becoming only a nominal 
owner. 

2. The Government in consultation with the Oil 
Industry have evolved the following scheme for finan¬ 
cial .'S'-utance to SC!ST allottees: 

(i) Pctrol|Dicsel Retail Ontlcts: 

Oil companies already have a category called ‘A’ 
site (Corporadon Owned Dealer Operated) by which 
the land and super-structure are invested by the oil 
companies in areas which local authorities do not 
permit sublease of these lands to the defers. It is 
proposed to extend similar facility to SC|ST allottees 
and, therefore, the oil companies will make provision 
lor the following facilities to such allottees: 

(!) 1. Land and its development. 

2. Sales room. 

3. Drive way. 

4. Compound Wall. 

5. Culverts]Hume pipes. 

6. Air facility 

7. Storage lank and pump. 

(Il) Appropriate working capital 

The 1 allOTces Will have to pay only the licence fee 
as applicable from time to time. Further, the oil com¬ 
panies will provide to the SCJST dealers working 
capital equivalent to 7 days sale at 11 per cent p.a. 
ra*e of interest to be recovered from them in hundred 
monthly instalments commencing from the 13th month 
of operation. 

(ii) Kerosene Light Diesel Oil Dealerships 

The kerosene outlet compete in all respects will be 
provided to the SCjST allottees by the Oil Industry, 
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and therefore, the oil companies will make provision 
for the following facilities to such allottees : 

(I) 1. Land & its development. 

2. Office Building. 

3. Compound wall|Barbed wire fencing. 

4. Storage tank and pumps. 

(II) Appropriate working capital 

The oil industry will recover Rs. 3 per KL towards 
their investment. The entire working capital required 
for the operation of the dealership will be provided 
by the oil industry at 11 per cent p.a. rate of interest 
recoverable in 100 (one hundred) monthly instalments 
commencing from the 13th month of operation of the 
dealership. 

(iili) LPG Distributorships 

The LPG distributorship complete in all respects 
will be provided to the SC|ST allottees by the Oil 


Industry and, therefore, the oil companies will make 
provision for the following facilities to such allottees : 

(i) 1. Land & its development. 

2. Godown Building. 

3. Delivery System. 

4. Office-cum-Sales Room. 

(ill) Appropriate working capital 

The Oil Industry will recover Rupee one per 
cylinder towards the company's investment. The entire 
working capital for the operation of the distributorship 
will be provided by the Oil Industry at 11 per cent 
p.a. rale of interest recoverable (in hundred monthly 
instalments commencing from the 13th month of 
operation of the distributorship. 

The scheme will come into force with immediate 
effect.
